The remarks of Senator Voorli«e8 in 


the Senate indicate that the goldbugs 
are getting uneasy and will resort to 
violence to ^fccure the passage of the 
repeal bill. Voorhees, who for years 
had been an advocate of silver re- 
monetizatiou, surprised his old asso- 
ciates early in the present session by 
talking in favor of silver and acting 
with those who are opposed to it. He 
took charge of the repeal bill and is 
doing all iu his power to secure its 
passage. He does not satisfy the gold 
men, however, aud he now declares in 
the Senate that he is arraigned before 
public opinion for not terminating the 
debate ou the repeal bill, though as 
well might he be arraigned for not 
terminating the tide of the ocean or 
the northwest winds. 
He finds the 


sentiment in favor of silver irresistible 
and he cannot change it. The gold 
men, seeing th'it Voorhees is powerless 
and unable to uurry out their pro- 
gram, resort to the methods of the 
anarchists to carry their point and 
threateu the Senators who are battling 
for the rights of their constituents 
with destruction. 


Weil may it be asked, Whither are 


we drifting? A number of Senators of 
the United States insist upon giving 
silver the right of mintage which was 
accorded it from the establishment of 
the mint in 1792 to 1873. They assert 
what everybody knows to be a fact, 
that there is not gold enough to answer 
the requirements of commerce and 
that our country, which should be the 
most prosperous on the globe, is suff- 
ering from a scarcity of money. For 
declaring those self-evident truths and 
avowing their intention to abide by the 
declaration their lives are threatened 
either by the paid agents of the gold- 
bugs or by persons of feeble intellect 
their sophistries to the extent of be- 
lieving that the present unprecedented 
bnsiflCbti depression is caused by the 
monthly purchase of 4,500,000 ounces 
of silver by the Government.

great assemblage of German troops at 
Metz. 
The principal figures on the 


field were the Emperors of Germany 
and Austria, the King of Saxony, and 
the Duke of Connaught. 


The town of Guenz was captured to- 


day by a cavalry division of the 
southern army, which advanced from 
Styria and met a division of the 
northern army cavalry, containing 4,000 
horses and three batteries, a few miles 
south of Guenz. 
The northern force 


was at first successful, but was finally 
driven by the infantry force, which ac- 
companied the southern division of 
cavalry. Twenty thousand soldiers of 
the southern army advanced through 
Guenz this afternoon and occupied the 
villages situated a mile north of the 
town. 


The engagement of the rival cavalry 


forces was intensely exciting. Several 
serious accidents occurred to cavalry- 
men in various charges, and a number 
of officers were thrown from their 
horses and trampled upon.

Yesterday was Reno day at the Fair 


and the city presented a deserted ap- 
pearance. 
Several of the business 


houses closed to allow their clerks a 
holiday, and the opportunity to attend 
the Fair was taken advantage of. 
Crowds were seen to wend their way 
toward the track as early as 9 o'clock, 
and by 10 the grand stand was com- 
fortably filled, principally with ladies. 
The attendance of the sterner sex was 
not lacking, for the ground in front of 
the grand st?nd was crowded with 
them. 
The principal event of the 


morning was the bicycle races, interest 
in which has been waxing warm for 
some time past. 


BICTCLE EACES. 


The first race was one-half mile, 


standing start, for the championship of 
the State. The entries were A. C. Hel- 
mold, riding a 20-pound Victor racer, 
J. H. Upson, riding a 35-pound Colum- 
bia, and J. Sullivan, riding a Victor 
nickel-plated machine. C. A. Jones, 
Lieutenant J. M. Neall and Prof. R. 
Lewers acted as judges, and Prof. 
Jackson as starter. 


Each rider had a separate starter, 


that is a man at the back of his wheel 
to push him. off at the start. It seemed 
to be the general opinion that the man 
who had the best and strongest pusher 
would have the advantage in the race. 
Therefore the contestants 
selected 


what they considered the strongest 
men. 
Sam Mozingo acted in that 


capacity for Helmold, Jerome Higgins 
for Sullivan and J. Miller for Upson. 


The word was given for the start, 


and like a shot out of a gun the three 
were off. If the start was any criterion 
as to the strength of the pushers, 
Mozingo is entitled to the whole bakery, 
using a common phrase, for there 
seems to be a question in the minds of 
many whether or not Helmola's wheel 
touched anything but the high places 
between the half post and three-quar- 
ters. At any rate, he shot to the lead 
from the start, took the bit in his mouth 
and went to the three-quarter post at 
remarkable speed. Looking around, 
on reaching this post, he saw there was 
about eight or ten lengths of the wheel 
between himself and his competitors, 
and he took a slower pace. Coming 
down the stretch he "slept" on his 
wheel and came under the wire winner 
by about 100 yards, Dpson second. 
Time 1:30. There is no question but 
that if he had tried Mr. Helmold could 
have reduced the time fifteen or 
more seconds. He is an exceedingly 
strong rider, and will endeavor to 
lower the State record for the mile run 
to-morrow, which was made by Prof. 
N. E. Wilson last year in 3:Q3}£. 


The next race was one-quarter mile 


and repeat, flying start. The entries 
were J. Sullivan, Jerome Higgins and 
Ohas. Nash. They started well together 
with a heavy wind in their face. Nash 
took the lead and held it to the finish, 
coming in about three lengths ahead, 
Higgins second. Time :42}£. 


Nash also took the second heat with- 


out much trouble, with Higgins second. 
Time :42. 


The next race was the one in which 


the most interest was manifested. It 
was a one-quarter mile run for ladies, 
standing start, for the championship of 
the State. There were but two entries, 
Mrs. 
W. A. Moore and Miss Maud 


Nash, the latter a little girl about four- 
teen years of age, each riding a Vic- 
toria. 
Both were known to be ac- 


complished riders, and it seemed to be 
simply a question of endurance as to 
which would win. The wind by this 
time was blowing very hard, and in 
coming down the entire quarter the 
ladies would have to face it. W. A. 
Moore acted as starter for his wife and 
Cbas. Nash for his sister Maud. As 
the bell sounded for the start every 
lady in the grand stand rose to her 
feet, craned her neck and was all 
anxiety to see the run, while the men 
rushed to the fence separating the 
grounds from the track to better see 
the result. As the bicyclists turned 
into the home stretch it was seen that 
little Maud was ahead. On the last 
eighth it was plainly visible that both 
were laboring extremely hard against 
the heavy wind, and when noaring the 
post it was with great difficulty that 
either could keep her wheel in mo- 
tion. Maud came under the wire, how- 
ever, about six or eight lengths ahead, 
and she was so nearly exhausted that 
but for the assistance of a number of 
gentlemen who ran to her side, she 
would have fallen from the wheeL A 
glass of water quickly revived her and 
she was ready to receive the congratu- 
lations of her many admirers. Mrs. 
Moore, although not so fatigued as her 
competitor, was fairly tired out when 
the race was run. The distance is too 
long for a lady's race. The time ha 
which the quarter was made was one 
minute. 


The one-quarter mile championship 


race was postponed until to-morrow on 
account of the heavy wind. 


Thus ended a morning of excitement 


and bustle at the grounds, and it being 
noon by this tune, the many who had 
brought their lunches set in to replen- 
ish the inner man. 


At 10 o'clock sharp the trapeze and 


ring performers were again on hand 
and entertained the attendance with 
their excellent performance.

DEAD BODY .FOOND. 


Officer Nash 
Makes a Startling Dis- 


covery. 


At 3 o'clock yest erday morning Offi- 


cer Nash discovered the dead body of 
a -nan lying on the railroad track a 
short distance east of the Virginia 
street crossing. He immediately noti- 
fied the Coroner, and the body was re- 
moved to the Morgue. It is evident 
the man was killed by the cars, but 
how will probably never be known. 
The body was terribly cut and bruised. 
The left arm was nearly severed from 
the body, a deep gash was found in the 
chest, and the head, face and back 
were badly bruised. The remains were 
positively identified as being that of a 
German by the name of Swiggart, who 
had been in the employ of P. IJ. Flan- 
nigau for the past three or four months. 
He was about 35 years old, and those 
who knew him say he was a straigtfor- 
ward industrious man. 


Investigation disclosed the fact that 


Swiggart was found on the street about 
midnight greatly intoxicated, and was 
taken to a hotel north of the track and 
put to bed. It is supposed he got out 
of bed after his friends left and started 
to return into town, and reached the 
track as the freight from the West 
pulled in on the siding, and staggered 
against the moving train. Swiggart 
had arranged to accompany Mr. Flan- 
nigan to San Francisco with a ship- 
ment of sheep. A coroner's jury was 
summoned and made a partial investi- 
gation, and adjourned until 10 o'clock 
to-day. 


No papers were found on the body to 


indicate the whereabouts of his rela- 
tives, if he had any. Tho body was 
buried at 5 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon. 


A CARSON SNAKE STORY. 


How Rattlers Assist In Getting Tliem- 


selvea Shot.

people in this and other cities turn pale 
and catch their breaths.

narrow was the escape from a financial 
catastrophe of crushing magnitude. 


They will know that the fate of the 


street, and with it the fate of scores of 
tributaries to the street, legitimate and 
otherwise, of bankers, merchants and 
manufacturers, too numerous to stop to 
count, hung in the balance, and that a 
finger's touch from any one of three 
men would have turned the scale ruin- 
ward. And when they learn this they 
will probably come as near to really 
thanking God as their religion or lack 
of religion will let them, because instead 
of the one man'tj Jnger touch weighting 
the scale down with disaster ther§ was a 
sturdy shoulder push from all three of 
that day's destinies of the street to force 
it up into safety.—New York Press.

Entries to all Trotting and Pacing races 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


All Trolting and Pacing purses divided at 
the rate of 00, 30 and 10 per cent. 


All Trolting ami Pacing races ar» the best 
three in U\e, unless otherwise specified; five 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Hoard reserves the right to hold a 
less number than live to 1111, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of the 
purse, which shall be divided prorata.
